&c. Armies , ſuch -Members accuſed, is a

Laſtly, to procure to be ſet forth, or to ſet 

forth, under his Majeſties name, any Procla- 
mation or Declaration, prohibiting the re- 
paire of ſuch perſons accuſed to the Parlia- 
ment as Members thereof, and te apprehend 
them in what place ſoever, they ſhall be round 
without the advice znd conſent of the whole 
State aſſembled,and ſitting in free Parliament, 
is amanife{t breach of the priviledges thereof, 
And this Mr, Speaker is all that I have to fay,
